‘A psychoanalyst—and it is in- 
teresting that there is not a horse 
of that name too—could proba- 
bly learna great deal about horse- 
racing people just by thumbing 
through thenames.

THE PASSING OF TOM HEFLIN 


LEADING FROM STRENGTH 


Some of the news from Europe suggests that 
an interesting and important change is taking 
place in the U.S. government's usually timid 
attitude toward the Western Allies. 

Item: Ambassador Robert Murphy warned 

the Belgians that if they failed to do their share 
of the defense job the U.S. might cut the amount 
of its aid. 
Charles Spofford, chairman of the At- 
‘reaty executive council, told the Ital- 
ian government to jack up its preparedness pro- 
gram in a hurry. 

Item: ECA Ambassador Milton Katz told 
a Paris audience that Western Europe could in- 
vest $50 billion a year in armaments and still 
improve its standard of living—if it did all that 
could be done to increase productivity. 

Tres remier Henri Queuille hinted to the 
French Assembly that the U.S. was at last in- 
sisting upon electoral reforms which are in the 
common interest of both countries. 

In the Western alliance U.S. power and U. 
responsibility have been paramount from the 
start; the great imponderable has been whether 
this nation’s leaders would have the courage to 
use the power and exercise the responsibility 
for the good of all. Here is some evidence that 
‘Washington is beginning to grasp the elemen- 
tary principle of leading from strength. 


“THE REAL AMERICAN NEGRO” 


Most people around the world believe that 
American Negroes are hounded, disp. 
and_persecuted—period, Communists 
much of this outdated and distorted picture, 
and a lot of Americans suffer from a guilty feel- 
ing that in essentials it is as true as it ever was. 
Now comes George Schuyler, associate ed 

tor of the Pittsburgh Courier, a national news- 
paper for Negroes, in an endeavor to scrap this 
portrait and replace it with a truer one. Writing 
in The Freeman, Mr. Schuyler recites facts and 
figures on Negro advances in education, in busi- 
ness, in political life, in land ownership, in the 
armed services, and concludes with these wise 
words: “Here, then, is the real Negro in Amer- 
ican society, not the phantom Negro of the anti- 
American propagandists, native and foreign. 
‘Admittedly we have a long way to go... . But 
considering all the factors involved . . . where 
can the record be equalled? . . . Instead of be- 
ing apologetic about it, Americans should be 
proud that their free system has been capable 
of such elasticity and that within the lifetime 
of our grandparents this nation has moved so 
close to solving so difficult a problem.” 
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HE WAS QUITE A FELLOW IN HIS DAY, BUT AMERICA OUTGREW HIM 


Old Tom Heflin, who mortally hated and 
feared the Roman Pope, died in Alabama 
the other day. 

If you are over 35 and have a fairly good 
memory, the foregoing sentence calls up a 
departed era of American life and politics. 
J. Thomas Heflin, also known as Tom, Cot- 
ton Tom, Old Tom and Tom-Tom, repre- 
sented Alabama in the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives from 1904 to 1920, and in the Sen- 
ate from 1920 to 1931. He was something to 
hear and a sight to see. He had a voice that 
would curl the hair on amule’s back and make 
farmers cry. He could quote the Bible like a 
preacher primed on corn wl He could 
throw Shakespeare at the hillbillies and make 
them love it. He stood 6 feet, he had the belly 
d on fine alfalfa, and he knew 
an ought to look. In the cool 
months he wore a dark frock coat, an ice- 
cream vest, a bounteous black bow tie and 
white shirts with pearl buttons and detach- 
able cuffs. Summers he rose to utter glory 
in all-white cotton suits, woven and tailored 
especially for him. There is no one like him 
in Congress today, and that is a good thing. 
He personified much that was ugly and mean 
and backward in his state and in the country 
of his time. You might say that his only last- 
ing service was in being around long enough 
to be outgrown. 

Tom put out that he was born poor and 
raised hard. Many a hot day of his boyhood 
he spent walking barefoot down the cotton 
rows behind a plow and a mule, and many a 
time his old man took the hide off him with a 
hickory switch. But in the evenings he went 
home to biscuit and fried chicken in the big 
house of the neighborhood, not to corn pone 
and scrawny pork in the pine shacks of the 
poor. The Heflins were quality, and every- 
body knew it. Tom in later years was smart 
enough, and had enough magic in him, to 
make the poor whites who had the votes half 
forget it on election day. A vote for him with 
his fine clothes, his handsome home in Lafa- 
yette, and his place among the great of Wash- 
ington was, to most of his following, a vote 
for what was Right against what was Wrong. 
Tt was a vote against the Big Fellers who 
owned the earth and ran the state and always 
seemed to get the profit from the cotton. It 
was also a way of proving that they, the vot- 
ers in question, were every bit as good as 
the Big Fellers, as smart as Tom Heflin, and 
by natural arrangement better and smarter 
than the Negroes, who of course didn’t vote. 
It was all mixed up, this current of circum- 
stance and prejudice and interest which pro- 
duced Tom Heflin and kept him in national 
office for 26 years. 

In his time it was said of him that he was 
like the mule in the old story of two farmers. 
One farmer swapped the mule off to another, 
and in due course the new owner hollered that 
he'd been swindled—the mule bumped into 


the barn, into the fence, into a tree; it was 
blind. “Why, shucks,” said the original own- 
er, “that mule ain’t blind. He just don’t give 
a damn.” Rural Alabamans telling the story 
would laugh, and slap their overalls until the 
dust rose, and say, ‘“That’s Tom Heflin for 
you. He just don’t give a damn.” 

But he did—about a lot of things. Cotton, 
for instance. He loved cotton, and he hated 
boll weevils and low cotton prices. And liq: 
uor. He hated liquor. Never touched it, voted 
Prohibition, and if his constituents wanted 
to get drunk on moonshine whisky that was. 
their business. And White Supremacy. He 
was born to a belief in it: his most extreme 
expressions of it were reflections of something 
as rooted in him as it was mistaken. And 
Catholies—Roman Catholics. Tom was hot 
on them, To him the Pope of Rome was iden- 
tical with the devil, and as near. In the 1920s, 
when the Ku Klux Klan was reviving in Ala- 
bama and elsewhere, Senator Heflin made 
an immense commotion about the Catholics. 
and about sundry popish plots which were 
never clearly explained. Time, reporting the 
alarums, contributed a famous phrase to the 
journalism and humor of the day—‘Tom 
Heflin, who mortally hates and fears the Ro- 
man Pope.” 

Readers of today, compelled by events to 
take so much so seriously, may doubt or for- 
get that such a phrase about such a man could 
have been part of the humor of the times. 
Well, it was, and thereby hangs a difference 
between then and now. Senator Heflin, with 
all his quirks and diatribes and incendiary 
prejudices, was never taken by others as om- 
inously as he took himself. At the height of 
his anti-popery a thoughtful Catholic week- 
ly, The Commonweal, advised its readers to 
“take the matter calmly” and said no worse 
of Old Tom than that he was “‘a nuisance of 
some proportions.”

VIOLENCE SPREADS IN IRAN 


Troubles touched off hy assassination of Premier Razmara continue in strategic Middle East oil land 


The drive to nationalize Iran’s rich but British- 
controlled oil fields had burst into violence with 
the assassination two months ago of pro-West- 
ern Premier Ali Razmara (Lire, March 26). 
Riots followed in strike-bound Abadan and 
other oil towns despite martial law and a bay- 
onet-point roundup of Communist agitators. 
Three Britons were beaten to death; a dozen 
Tranians were shot in clashes with police; ter- 
rorists reportedly threatened to cut off the ears 


of strikers trying to go back to work. Hussein 
Ala, Razmara’s successor, ordered troops and 
tanks into the trouble spots and the violence 
abated. But last week it looked as if ashowdown 
were approaching. 

Faced with more bloodshed unless demands 
for seizure of the oil industry were met, Hussein 
Ala and his cabinet resigned. Next day the Maj- 
lis (lower house) voted unanimously to take 
over the $500 million Anglo-Iranian Oil Com- 


pany, asked the shah to name rabidly national- 
istic Dr. Mohammed Mossadegh as premier. 
In Britain and the U.S. there was deep con- 
cern. Under a 1921 treaty between Iran and 
Russia, any intervention in Iranian affairs by 
a third power could legally bring the Soviet’s 
forces marching into the oil-rich country. In 
British fuel tanks Iran’s oil—6% of the world’s 
production—was important but not a life- 
or-death matter. In Russian tanks it might be.

record and Bill Smith lopped off 
two more. Then Australia’s John 
Marshall (left) went to work. 

Marshall threatened his own 
world mark of 4:31,2 as he splashed 
home at Ohio State last month. He 
missed breaking it by a fraction of a 
second and won every free-style 
title he swam for—220, 440 and the 
Jong 1,500 meters, which he swam 
faster than any human has before 
but could not claim as a record be- 
cause it was done on a short course 
with more turns. 

Thesecret of Marshall's greatness 
is the fact that he does not save him- 
self in the early laps. Says Michi- 
gan’s Coach Matt Mann, “He has a 
style like nothing you ever saw. He 
has streamlining, but mostly he just 
gets in the water and goes like hell.” 
It calls for great stamina and superb conditioning. Other coaches, ris- 
ing to the challenge, are demanding more of the same {rom their swim- 
mers. As a result the entire standard of middle-distance swimming has 
skyrocketed. After Marshall's great show at Columbus, one of his coun- 
trymen, former Lord Mayor of Melbourne, gave him his medals and, 
in happy confusion, said, ‘Within 10 years you will sce the waters of 
this and other pools burned up by speeds you have never seen before.”

PREMATURE PARISIANS 


Plexiglas chambers from the U.S. give French infants who were born too soon a new lease on life 


The fragile bundle of bones and wrinkles lying 
in the Plexiglas chamber above isone of France’s 
tiniest citizens. Like one baby in every 14, he 
was born too soon, before he was large enough 
or fully enough developed to cope with the se- 
rious business of eating, breathing and with- 
standing infections, Yet because he is sealed in 
a protective environment, he has a good chance 
to survive and may equal or surpass full-term 


babies in size and development by the age of 4. 

His elaborate plastic container is a modern 
incubator called an Isolette, one of several at 
the Ecole de Puériculture, a famed child care 
centerin Paris. The Isolette reproduces theeven 
warmth of the womb, and the air inside is kept 
moist, warm and extremely high in oxygen con- 
tent. The hood is never lifted until the baby is 
ready to graduate into a regular nursery. He is 


fed, examined and weighed by hands that reach 
through the ports. 

Although such modern incubators are fairly 
common in the U.S., they have only recently 
come into general use in France, and this mostly 
asa result of donations by the U.N. But already 
the Ecole de Puériculture can boast a survival 
rate among prematures of more than 80% com- 
pared with only 40% in some parts of France.

BALEFUL BEVAN 


HIS BRILLIANT VITUPERATION, POLITICAL SHREWDNESS AND EXTRAVAGANT HATRED OF THE U.S. 


MAKE LEADER OF BRITISH LABOR'S LEFT WING A SCOURGE EVEN TO THE COLLEAGUES HE DESERTED

JHEN Aneurin Bevan bolted Britain’s Labor Cabinet last week, he 

demonstrated perfect mastery of his chosen role as the petulant 
bad boy of British politics. No character on the British se but 
Churchill’s has been so played to the hilt—with frenzy, forensics and 
a heavy touch of ham. As with few people, Bevan’s character could be 
spelled out in a simple A B C: ambition, brashness, courage. Or in the 
kind of language Bevan would appre gall, gab, guts. 

Last week's display was pure Bevan. His timing was crudely clever: 
the Labor government had been nursin; if through Parliament 
with the slimmest of majorities, while its leadership had become en- 
feebled by illness and death among its top men. Bevan’s political appeal 
was cunning: his charge that rearmament cost too much in lost social 
benefits might stir only cold fury among all informed party leaders but 
it shrewdly bid for popular support in a country weary of aus 
And unmistakably his was the action of an inordinately ambitious 
man: at one stroke he disassociated himself from an unpopular regime 
and situated himself strategically as a top contender to lead a rejuve- 
nated Labor Party into future battle and future power. 

The mixed temper of the Conservatives best reflected the kind of 
apprehensive respect that Bevan excites. Even as they rejoiced at the 
socialists’ agony, they felt nagged by an ugly fear that Bevan himself 
would survive any Labor debacle, go over to guerrilla political war- 
fare, and somehow cheat the Conservatives of any victory. This is 
what makes the man exciting and frightening: an extravagant endow- 


ment of personal qualities, some contradictory but all spectacular. 

In House of Commons debates he is unrivaled in versatility, shift- 
ing easily from the bearish truculence of a John L. L to the roguish 
charm of a Jimmy Walker or the dismaying messianic zeal of a Carrie 
Nation. He is the only man in the party who can stand up to Winston 
Churchill and trade him blow for oratorical blow. During the war he 
once declared, with a sneer for the Prime Minister, that the Allies 
“approached the problem of attacking Italy like an old man approach- 
ing a young bride—fascinated, sluggish and apprehensive.” Churchill 
retorted by calling Bevan “an architect of disloyalty.” When Bevan 
described the Prime Minister as “a ridiculous figure parading in a silly 
uniform”—the famous zippered “siren suit = hurchill was stung 
enough to label his critic a “merchant of discourtesy. 

Aneurin Bevan exhibits in conspicuous excess the capacity for vanity 
and self-intoxication which are essential to the demagog, the breadth 
of view and reasoning power essential to the statesman and the lust 
for power essential to both. He is the only man in the top Labor hier- 
archy in whom the twin intellectual and trade-unionist roots of Brit- 
ish socialism have been successfully blended, and as a result he enjoys 
the biggest rank-and-file following of all the socialist leaders. 

His greatest political asset, however, is his power to move people, 
whether he is preaching to the converted in his native Wales, or spell- 
binding the most sophisticated audience in the world, in Commons, or 
dominating the thrust-and-parry of conversation in a London draw-

ing room. Sometimes his gift for invective phrase evokes grudging 
admiration, but often as not he moves his listeners to anger, and 
some of his hot denunciations have aroused fear. Three years ago 
at Manchester he proclaimed in a shaking voice his “deep, burn- 
ing hatred for the Tory party. . . . So far as I am concerned they 
are lower than vermin.” The phrase “lower than vermin’ brought 
gasps, and stuck; all over the land, in last year’s election, socialist 
candidates were embarrassed by it. It has contributed to a genuine 
presentiment that Bevan has in him the makings of a ruthless and 
vengeful dictator. 

A rather lighthearted and well-publicized act of retribution by 
Conservatives fell upon Bevan two years after the “vermin” speech. 
He had gone as a guest to White's, a venerable Tory club. There 
Bevan was observed sipping a drink by the Hon. Hugh Stanley, 
24-year-old brother of the Earl of Derby. Horrified, Stanley tele- 
phoned across the street to Brook’s Club and asked a pal, John Fox- 
Strangways, son of the Earl of chester, 
if he didn’t think it was an outrage for 
that man to invade their sacred haunts. 
Forthwith, the impulsive Fox-Strang- 
ssed to White’s, arriving there 
just as Bevan and Sir John were leaving. 
Fox-Strangways, whose family motto 
e sans dire (deeds without words), 
wordlessly gave Bevan a kick in the

Why, he replied easily, about 
their common affliction of stammering, and how their respective 
doctors had treated it. 

Despite his aversion to formal dress Bevan has a sybaritic side 
and he indulges it within the limits of his £5,000 ($14,000) minis- 
terial salary. “I dare say Nye has consorted with people of wealth 
more than Clem Attlee, Ernest Bevin and Herbert Morrison put 
together,” says one of his journalist friends. “Most men with his 
background are either smothered by such contact—which shows 
what they are really out for—or they behave like ‘sea-green incor- 
ruptibles,’ refusing even to take a cup of tea with the rich, which 
shows what they really fear. Nye simply savors the pampered week- 
ends, the fine wines and the Havana cigars without being in the 
least corrupted by them.”

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MARRIAGE to Jenny Lee gave Bevan a 
helpmate who was also a good politician. 
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Lord Beaverbrook found that out when he offered Bevan a job 
on the Express, at the equivalent of a Cabinet minister’s pay, and 
was turned down. They would be bound to disagree, said Bevan, 
and then he would have to sacrifice either his principles or his stand- 
ard of living, and that would be awkward. Once, visiting the Tory 
press lord, Bevan opened the Apocrypha on the library table and 
told Beaverbrook with a smile, ‘Here's a verse in Ecclesiasticus 
that describes my relationship with you: ‘Do not see too much of 
the rich lest they corrupt you, or too little lest they forget you.’ ” 
The relationship has deteriorated since then. 

Considering what he came from, Bevan could be forgiven a meas- 
ure of corruption. He came from the Monmouthshire mining town 
of Tredegar, which sits astride a valley that must have been green 
and beautiful before the Industrial Revolution. By the time Miner 
David Bevan and his wife Phoebe started their family, the valley 
of Ebbw Vale was as ravaged as any in South Wales. It was rimmed 
with barren ramparts of slag and stifled in smog, as it still is, and 
whenever the atmosphere cleared there was nothing to cheer the 
eye, only row on row of miners’ drab houses. 

The Bevan house, with four rooms, sanded floor and no bath, 
was better than some and worse than others in Charles Street, 
where Nye was born in 1897. He was the third of eight children, 
whose fervently Welsh mother gave her brood such names as Ari- 
anwen, Iorwerth, Myfanwy and Blodwyn. 

“For a time,” he remembers, “there were the ten of us, and two 
bachelor uncles too, living at 22 Charles Street in those four rooms.” 
Phoebe Bevan must have been a determined woman, for somehow 
she managed to buy a house at No. 7, in the upper-class end of 
Charles Street, and after that they had two more rooms and plumb- 
ing as well. 

‘redegar was a more enlightened town than some. Its miners sup- 
ported a medical aid society, which Father Bevan helped to found. 

He was a shifted sinistral, that is to say, a left-hander who was 
forced to become right-handed, and he developed his stammer in 
the process, so that he became shy and bookish. At 12 he passed a 
test which got him out of Serhowy school a year ahead of the statu- 
tory age. “I celebrated,” he says, “by hiding behind a wall and 
pitching a snowball with a rock in it at the principal.” 

Most Ebbw Vale boys resigned themselves to lives as gritty and 
meaningless as those of the pit ponies, but Nye Bevan began grop- 
ing for a life beyond the valley’s treeless hills. 

le went down in the pits at 13, but not to make it his career. 
Before he was shaving, he was a zealous member of the miners’ 
lodge, and when he found that his stammer kept him from getting 
a hearing at meetings, he set out to overcome the stammer. “He 
would force himself to break into street-corner arguments,” says a 
friend from those days. “And when he could make himself under- 
stood he would make his views prevail, for he was reading Karl Marx 
as well as Rider Haggard, and John Stuart Mill as well as Owen 
Wister, down in our library. And besides, he had stuffed himself 
with synonyms, you see, so that whenever his tongue tripped on a 
word, his vocabulary was so huge he could instantly switch to any 
of a dozen others.” 

He has not been at a loss for words since. In the pit, where he did 
exactly the work that was required and not a lick more, a foreman 
asked him why he didn’t take off his jacket like the others. “Show 
me where it says in the contract that I- must,” snarled Bevan.

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s “political contortionists,” and it marked him as a man to be 
watched, Being a young man in a hurry, Nye Bevan likewise wasted 
no time in jousting with small fry. He launched his Parliamentary 
career with a brash attack on Lloyd George. In a debate on a coal 
mines bill, he accused the elder statesman of using his Parliamen- 
tary position “for the purpose of trying to put new life in the decay- 
vorpse of Liberalism,” and of trying “to get from the already dry 
veins of the miners new blood to re ify the industry.” Listening, 
Lloyd George turned white too. “I believe he saw a ghost that day,” 
says a witness of the debate. “It was the ghost of his own youth.” 
Having an appetite for good living, Aneurin Bevan, M.P., some- 
times starved himself at breakfast and lunch so he could afford to 
dine in style at swank Prunier’s in St. James’s Street. More often 
he was entertained in smart Chelsea studios and Mayfair drawing 
rooms, where he soon had a reputation as a well-read, well-spoken 
young man with a ready wit, a boisterous laugh and an undeniable 
charm. The latter quality was enhanced, if anything, by his tend- 
ency to bite the hands that fed him. He was never happier than when 
lecturing his hostess and a roomful of guests on his plans for destroy- 
ing the system which made it possible for them to entertain him. 
Tt was fair warning of the revolution which was to raise the average

IN Parliame ’s summer recess of 1930 Bevan made a trip to 

Russia. His fellow travelers were three other M.P.s, and the four 
of them were destined to travel even farther together in the next 
two decades. One was John Strachey, who came home with an in- 
fatuation for Soviet Communism that did not cool off for years; it is 
still brought up to plague him as Clement Attlee’s war secretary 
The second was George Russell Strauss, the Labor party's cap 
millionaire who is now ter of supply. The third was pretty Jen- 
ee, a Fifeshire coalminer’s daughter whom Bevan married four 
years later. On their return Bevan’s only public utterance about the 
U.S.S.R. was too noncommittal ever to be called incriminating. He 
said that while Britons were slaves to the past, the Russians 
re slaves to the future. 
In the course of his apprenticeship for political power Bevan also 
visited embattled Republican Spain and made his maiden voyage 
to the U.S. When his pocket was picked one day on the New Haven 
railroad platform, he was unperturbed; he had seen enough movies, 
he said, to know that this was an everyday hazard in America. But 
when he visited San Franci during the waterfront battles of 1934 
and saw Harry Bridges’ strike headquarters burned at the height 
of the general strike, h hocked. “Why, the town was in the 
hands of vigilantes!” he exclaims, doubtless reflecting that Trede- 
gar was in far safer hands—his own—in the British general strike 
of 1926. 

Bevan has taken a dim, distrustful view of the U.S, ever since. 
It enrages him to see capitalistic America gobbling the world’s nat- 
ural resources at a profligate rate for the mass production of auto- 
mobiles and gadgets that wind up on the junk heap. He declares 
combatively, “I consider America a greater menace to the world, 
in the long run, than Rus: nd the way you are consuming paper, 
I consider you a greater threat to freedom of the press than Perén!” 

His distress about the U.S. is reinforced by his wife, who has si 
more of it and is even more antagonistic about it. At a dinner party 
in London plump Jennie Lee once declaimed so spitefully about 
the “good America” represented to her by Walter Reuther, and the 
“had America” represented by nearly everybody else, that the guest 
of honor, Eleanor Roosevelt, felt compelled to rise in firm rebuttal. 

Nye Bevan likes to say that a man has only so many political lives 
to lose. Early in his Parliamentary career he made an alliance that 
was to cause the loss of one of his lives. The other party to it was Sir 
Stafford Cripps, later Labor’s austere Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
Bevan took an active part in promoting Cripps’s famed Unity Mani- 
festo of 1937, which advocated a popular front amalgam of all 
splinters of the left, including Communism, to fight the fascists. 
This agitation ended in 1939 with the expulsion from the party 
of Bevan and Cripps, together with George Strauss. 

Asa platform from which to broadcast their leftist views the three 
outcasts, with Jennie Lee and Mrs. Strauss, had the weekly Tribune, 
which they founded in 1937. The expulsion from the party lasted 
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UNHAPPY CLIENT of just nationalized 
hospital was hefted by gay Bevan in 1948, 
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only a few months, but the Tribune went on, with first Cripps and 
then Strauss picking up the tab for the deficits. 

Bevan was editor for four years during the war. Hating the job 
of writing editorials, he got around it by taking Jon Kimche, a co- 
editor, for weekly walks up and down Fleet Street. Bevan would 
orate, Kimche would take mental notes, and after an hour's pacing 
they would go back to the office where Kimche would write Bevan’s 
editorial. After Bevan became minister of health in the first post- 
war Labor government of 1945, the active direction of the Tribune 
was carried on by Jennie Leeand Michael Foote, oneof his lieutenants 
in Parliament. The party crisis that blew up with Bevan’s resigna- 
tion last week was first set off by a Tribune editorial unsparingly 
hostile to the newly announced budget 

During the war Bevan was the only socialist wh 
criticized Winston Churchill’s conduct of the war. I 
ed role as leader of the opposition under a national wart 
that was not supposed to have an opposition may have smacked 
of disloyalty, as Churchill grumbled.

One more life gone—almost 


IN 1944 Bevan came within a cat's whisker of losing another of 

his political lives. From his seat in the House he opposed war- 
time regulation 1-AA, which forbade the incitement of strikes. 
Since it provided that a strike could be called only at a regular union 
meeting, it gave organized labor added dignity under the law, and 
powerful Transport House, headquarters of the Trades Union 
Congress, was all in favor of it. Bevan interpreted it as an assault 
on individual liberty, unjustified even by the war, whereupon La- 
bor leader Arthur Greenwood demanded his expulsion from the 
Labor party. Laborite members of the government Ernest Bevin 
and Herbert Morrison, with whom Barca had feuded for years, 
found this prospect pleasing. But a compromise was arranged under 
which Bevan remained a party member in good standing on his 
reluctant promise to sin no more. 

This episode turned out to Bevan’s advantage, for in the eyes 
of the rank and file unionists he was a hero who had taken their side 
against the bosses at Transport House. Sixteen months later, when 
Clement Attlee was forming his Labor Cabinet, he had no choice 
but to include rebellious Aneurin Bevan. At long last, the road from 
the pit had brought Bevan to the threshold of power. 

Bevan rounded this turning point in his career at full gallop. He 
showed up at his new office every morning ahead of the chars, and 
worked late into the night. By 1946 he got the National Health 
Service Bill on the books, and when the British Medical Association 
mutinied rather than swallow his massive dose of socialized medi- 
cine, he took them on singlehanded, bellowing that this was just the 
kind of fight he'liked. 

When bluff and browbeating would not work, Bevan cajoled the 
balky doctors and wooed them: with compromises. In the end more 
than 18,000 of the nation’s 21,000 doctors signed up as servants of 
the state, although Bevan had to concede them the right to con-

tinue some private practice as well. Over 95% of the population 
signed up too, and the nation’s doctor bills were transferred from 
family budgets to the national budget. Whether the nation can 
afford such expenses of the welfare state and afford rearmament as 
well—whether it will not have to choose between guns and hearing 
aids, between homes and medical centers—is a pressing question, 
for the health scheme is now costing more than $1 billion a year, 
twice the estimated cost. This is an issue that played a large role in 
Bevan’s bolt from the Cabinet. 

Bevan’s record on housing is one of the things the British elector- 
ate will be judging when next it goes to the polls. He is still haunted 
by a statement he put into that record in July 1946, when he had 
been in office nearly a year. "I give this promise,” he said at a Dur- 
ham miners’ festival. "When the next election occurs there will be 
no housing problem in Great Britain. . . .” Today, a year after 
that election, there is still a serious housing problem, although 
more than one million new houses have been built and 775,000 old 
ones made habitable since the war. 

Bevan lays the continuing shortage to the fact that more people 
can afford good housing today. “Pro- 
duce two million unemployed,” he says 
truculently, “and there would be no 
waiting list for houses. That is the Tory 
way—it is exactly what happened be- 
fore the war.” The Conservatives lay 
the shortage to Bevan’s insistence on 
quality at the expense of quantity build- 
ingsandaccuschim of beingsoallergicto 
the profit motive that he preferred no 
housing to private enterprise housing. 

Belligerent Nye Bevan has not back- 
tracked an inch from Labor’s national- 
ization schemes, although the failure 
' of many of the party's best-laid plans, 
ADVISER Archie Lush last from African groundnuts to Gambia 
week urged Bevan to resign. egg ranches, has cost the government a 

tremendous amount of public support. 
In last year’s election he was virtually 
the only Labor leader who urged an aggressive stand for more na- 
tionalization instead of less, and it was at his insistence, over the 
foot-dragging of most of the Cabinet, that the 1951 nationaliza- 
tion of steel, timid and tentative though it is, was pushed through. 

In Bevan’s long view Britain will not get Vonlalam without go- 
ing away beyond the redistribution of income which already has 
worked a bloodless revolution. 

“Too many people of property ” he told a pair of journalists at 
a dinner the Tther night, “have escaped the penalty of such meas- 
ures because their property has kept on appreciating in value.” 
Historically, he added, the solution to such situations has been the 
capital levy—a euphemism for the confiscation of property. “It 
is a Draconian measure,” he said, “but it is what I believe lies ahead 
for this country. 

For all his Marxist background, his drastic economic notions and 
his prejudices against American capitalism, Bevan is no Russophil 
“The Communist party,” he wrote recently, “is the sworn invet- 
erate enemy of the Socialist and Democratic parties. . , . The Com- 
munist does not look upon a Socialist as an ally ina common cause. 
He looks upon him as a dupe, as a temporary convenience, and as 
something to be thrust ruthlessly to one side when he has served 
his purpose.” 

As it happens, the reason many Britons in and out of the House 
of Commons fear Bevan is that they suspect he looks upon them 
in exactly the same way. 


Needles and telescopic lenses 


IS combativeness has let Bevan in for a running battle with the 
press. Not without reason the hostile press lords fear that the 
authoritarian in Bevan might win out over the libertarian, and 
that he would use his power, if he got enough, to sap their own. 
Their papers have not only needled him at every turn on his public 
performance, but also have done a good deal of prying into his pri- 
vate life, to the point of training telescopic lenses on his windows 
at home. As a result Bevan’s dislike of the British press—he has 
called it “the most prostituted press in the world” —has come close 
to a phobia. But he still counts several journalists on Tory papers 
among his closest friends. 
‘Actually Bevan’s private life is hardly worth prying into. Being: 
childless and being in the same business, he and Jennie Lee are sub- 
jected to endless shoptalk at gatherings in their Cliveden Place 
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house. They change the subject by putting classical records on the 
Gramophone or turn the talk to modern art or the latest novels. 
Every few weeks Bevan gets down to South Wales for long talks 
and long walks, “to get back to real people,” as he puts it, 
rubbing shoulders with the gentry in London.” Among the real peo- 
ple there is some provincial suspicion that he rubs shoulders too 
much; they fail to see why their letters to “Dear Nye” are now 
answered by a secretary instead of in his own hand. 

hen Attlee transferred Bevan from the health and housing 
to labor last January there was some speculation that he 
did so in the hope that it would embarrass the fire-eating Welsh- 
man since it entailed putting the screws on the rank and file of the 
laboring classes, whose loudest cham- 
pion he has been. But Bevan tackled 
his new and knotty problems of man- 
power direction with zest. Not long 
ago, in winding up a defense debate, he 
showed that he still had his old skill as a 
goad when he made some harsh gibes at 
Winston Churchill. That Right Honor- 
able gentleman, ly, was in a 
great hurry to to Downing 
Street on the ground that there was a 
threat of war. “It is not the war menace 
or the Soviet that the Right Honorable 
gentleman fears,” Bevan |. “That 
is not his enemy. It is time. 

When Nye Bevan stormed out of the 
Cabinet last week he precipitated a cri- 
sis that must inevitably hasten the al- 
ready certain fall of the Labor govern- 

ment (see pp. 42, 43).

Clem 
at 68, has been weakened by recurrent attacks of duodenal 
ulcers; Big Ernie Bevin is dead; coldly brilliant Sir Stafford Cripps, 
62, has been convalescing in Switzerland for six months and his re- 
turn to active politics is uncertain. Only Herbert Morrison, 63, 
deputy prime minister and foreign secretary, now stands between 
Bevan and eventual leadership of the Labor party. Morrison is no 
slouch himself at political infighting, but most observers are putting 
their money on the Welshman over the Cockney for control of the 
party and the prize that goes with chance someday to be prime 
minister of Great Britain.

His talent lay buried under frustration 
and rebellion until an Illinois housewife 
made him write “From Here to Eternity” 


by A.B. C. WapeLe 


Te biggest day in the life of James 


Jones, author of the best-selling novel 

From Here to Eternity (Scribners, 
$4.50), was not when his book was published 
10 weeks ago and received by the critics with 
such praise as “a major contribution to our 
literature” (Dempsey, N.Y. Times); nor was 
it the day when the Book-of-the-Month Club 
started distributing his novel by the ten 
thousands; nor was it the day when Holly- 
wood bought it for $82,500. The day that is 
more important to him than any of these was 
Nov. 3, 1943 when James Jones, then a beat- 
up war veteran with nothing left but an urge 
to write, met a woman named Lowney Handy 
in his home town of Robinson, Ill. (pop. 
6,400). If this meeting had not taken place, 
From Here to Eternity would not have been 
written at all. 

There have been a number of instances in 
the U.S. when rich lady dilettantes sponsored 
struggling authors. Lowney Handy, how- 
ever, is neither rich nor a dilettante. She is a 
housewife and is married to Harry E. Handy, 
superintendent of the Ohio Oil Company's 
refinery in Robinson. Far from having an in- 
tellectual inclination to be a patroness of the 
arts, Lowney Handy first “adopted” Jones 
because he was in trouble, then grew inter- 
ested in his writing, whereupon she devoted 
herself—even to the extent of putting her 
husband in debt—to helping and indeed fore- 
ing Jones to write his book. When the result 
was applauded, Mrs. Handy—instead of com- 
ing forward to take the bows—retired even 
more into the background. In all the publici- 
ty that has surrounded Jones scarcely a word 
has been written about her, for she has re- 
fused to let her part be told—until now. 

Virtually all critical opinion concerning 
From Here to Eternity has found in James 
Jones a writing talent that is rare today. 
Every bit as rare is the tale of how that tal- 
ent came to be discovered, by a childless 


housewife of Robinson, III, who was looking 
for someone to mother and who was percep- 
tive enough to see what escaped editors, 
teachers and even Jones himself. 

Lowney Turner was born in Kentucky on 
April 16, 1904. She was the oldest of six girls 
in a family of nine children. When she was 
in grade school the Turners moved from Ken- 
tucky to Illinois. There James Turner was 
elected sheriff of Clark County. His most im- 
portant duty was running the jail in Mar- 
shall, the county seat. Young Lowney be- 
came fascinated with the prisoners and spent 
all her spare time helping care for “good peo- 
ple gone wrong” whom her father kept in the 

ouse instead of the jail so they would not 
become “hardened criminals.” Lowney, who 
prides herself on being }@ Cherokee, was an 
uninhibited tomboy. She was the only girl on 
the high school baseball team—and the pitch- 
er at that. She became the school rebel and 
the despair of the teachers. She ignored most 
of the girls, met the boys on their own level, 
made friends with her father’s prisoners and 
gave not a damn for the talk it caused.

LL that seemed to change when, after 
N graduating from high school, Lowney 
met and married Harry Handy. He was an en- 
gineer with the Ohio Oil Co., working at the 
company’s plant in Robinson, 25 miles south 
of the Turners’ home in Marshall. Moving 
intoa small, rented house, Lowney interested 
herself in bridge and sewing, cooked Harry's 
meals and got ready to raise a big family. But 
the children did not come. As she began to 
realize that they would be childless, Lowney 
plunged into engineering and set about help- 
ing Harry “get to the top.” He soon was on 
the way, and the Handys became known as 
one of the well-off, respectable couples of Rob- 
inson. They had a two-day-a-week house-

keeper; they belonged to the country club; 
they bought and remodeled an old house. 
Mrs. Handy started collecting antiques and 
soon had the house full of them. 

“But I was about to die yawning,” she says. 
She thought back to “my years in the jail” 
and to the people with the absorbing prob- 
lems she kad Enea then. She began to search 
for people like that in Robinson. Soon she 
was visiting and occasionally giving some 
small financial help to the town’s juvenile 
delinquents, the alcoholics, the unmarried 
mothers. It caused quite a stir in Robinson's 
social circle, and some of the nice people who 
had once nodded to Mrs. Handy on the street 
now cut her dead. The rebel in Lowney 
emerged again. The more people talked about 
it, the more derelicts she gathered about her 
and the more she enjoyed herself. 

Then World War II came, and she trans- 
ferred her motherly affections to the service- 
men. She wrote to them, encouraged them to 
spill out their gripes to her. Word traveled 
fast in Army outposts all over the world, and 
soon mail was pouring in and Gls were taking 
furloughs to visit Lowney Handy instead of 
going home to their parents, 

When the veterans started returning, 
Lowney was in her element. She was just get- 
ting into the swing of things when a neighbor 
came in with a problem. The neighbor was 
Sadie Jones, aunt of Jim Jones. 

Jim’s problem had started almost at birth. 
He was born Nov. 6, 1921, younger than his 
brother Jeff by 12 years but ahead of the third 
child of the family, Mary Ann, by seven. 
From the start Jim was put in the shadow of 
his older brother. Jeff got better grades in 
school; Jeff was the star punter on the foot- 
ball team. Jim, a shy kid with glasses, retreat- 
ed farther into the shadow. At high school 
he distinguished himself by falling through 
the skylight. He tried fighting as a light- 
weight, found he was a fair boxer, entered the

Golden Gloves matches but got slapped down in the second fight. 
When he finished high school more disappointments awaited him. 
He had expected to go to college. There had been no reason why 
he could not; Grandfather Jones had made a lot of money when oil 
had been discovered on his farm. But the depression wiped it out, 
and Jim’s dentist father found there was no money for college. 

So his father suggested that Jim en- 
ter the Army. Under the hard hand of 
Army discipline, Jim changed slowly 
from retiring shyness to stubborn re- 
bellion. He was promoted twice, only to 
be broken back to private both times 
for going AWOL. He was often in the 
guardhouse. He had enlisted in the Air 
Corps, but while he was in Hawaii he 
transferred to the Infantry. There his 
bad luck held. He was never sent to 
Schofield Barracks’ infamous Stockade 
prison, but he soon became friends with 
the kind of men who got sent there, the 
Army rebels. A year after Pearl Harbor 
he was with the Army troops that re- 
lieved the Marines on Guadalcanal. It 
was dirty, sickening fighting. After a 
month and a half of it his head got 
creased by a mortar fragment. 

By the time he had reached the hospital at Camp Campbell, Ky. 
he was a whimpering neurotic. It was like a case of shellshock, com- 

licated by all the long list of disappointments he had had since 
Fis earliest childhood. And when one more disappointment came, 
he could not take it. After three years 
without a furlough he expected and de- 
manded three months off. He got one 
month. He argued, but the Army was 
firm. So he went over the hill. 

He bummed his way home. There he 
found his house rented to strangers. As 
the family had written him, his mother 
had died of diabetes. His father, broke 
and discouraged, had shot himself. Jim 
moved in with his aunt. He got drunk 
and stayed drunk. His aunt argued with 
him in vain. Finally, in desperation, 
she decided to take her problem to Mrs. 
Handy. 

“He thinks he wants to write,” the 
aunt told Mrs. Handy, finishing up 
Jim’s story. 

“Oh, my God, no,” said Mrs. Handy. 
“Not a writer.” 

Writing was a sore subject to Lowney Handy at that point. While 
carrying on her one-woman correspondence bureau during the war, 
she had used a bit of her excess energy to dash off a novel. She had 
taken it to New York City and wangled an interview with a book 
publisher. After skimming the manu- 
seript, the publisher had declined it as 
politely as he could. “What he really 
meant, though,” she says, “was that I 
was a frustrated, childless, middle-aged 
woman trying to find something to do, 
and that I had better go home and find 
something else.” She had gone home 
carrying in her heart a bitter determi- 
nation to show them all someday. But 
anybody who had anything to do with 
writing made her very angry this soon 
after her experience. As she knew by 
now, however, Lowney was unable to 
say no to anyone in trouble. So Jim 
came to see her. 

“You should have seen him then,” 
she says. “He swaggered; he wore dark 
glasses; he even asked me to read his 
poetry aloud. He had obviously come 
over for a free drink. Then he saw my books. We have books every- 
where in the house, in the living room, even in the bathrooms. Jim 
got out of his chair and began to take out the books. He flipped 
through them and plopped them back as if he were gulping down 
what they had in them. So I asked him if he’d like to see my writing 
room. It’s lined with books. He went from shelf to shelf. Then he

But once he warmed up to them, both Low- 
ney and Harry fell for him hard. 

Together they set out to rehabilitate him. The first job was to 
get him out of the Army, They were convinced that Jim had had 
enough and that he would be no good to the service any more. They 
made him return to camp and finally, through a combination of 
Jim’s head wound and Lowney’s constant badgering of everyone 
in the Army, Private James Jones was given a medical discharge 
on July 6, 1944,

and there Jim set to work. But he was still the neurotic war cas- 
ualty.

dawned on him, an idea for an entirely different 
novel. The book he had been writing, entitled They 
Shall Inherit the Laughter, was about bitter war 
veterans: his new one would be about two men in 
the peacetime Army before World War II.

neatly resolved by John Hall Wheelock, the Scrib- 
ners editor who had taken over when Maxwell Per- 
kins died. You will find, he told them, that the 
Whiffenpoofs swiped this song from Kipling.

Jim Jones with the superiority of the one member who has succeeded. 
He does not ask for it, indeed he sometimes complains about it, but 
everyone treats him with respect. Even Lowney lets him live alone 
in his trailer instead of making him bunk in with the rest of the boys 
in the cottage or the farmhouse. He alone is allowed to grow a mus- 
tache and to havea drink or a date now and then. Because he is now 
contributing financially to the Group, he does no KP. But let him 
get the slightest bit out of line, and Lowney will chew him out or 
whack him just as hard as she does the rest of the boys. What espe- 
cially sets her temper off is any sign that his new-found fame is going 
to his head. So far Jim is so awed by his success that he has ‘ee 
no signs of becoming a literary character. He is still country boy 
enough to say, “The only thing I like about all this publicity is the 
good friends I've made,” knowing it is corny but meaning it and 
not giving a damn. Occasionally, though, he cannot help murmur- 
g, almost to himself, “You know, I got an account in the Chase 
National Bank. The Chase National Bank.” Lowney watches these 
signs carefully, ready to cut him back to size if the need arises. One 
day a visitor asked Jim if he were at work on a new book yet. Jim 
was already into the second chapter of it, but he glanced Lowney’s 
way, grinned and said, “Naw. I’m goin’ to be a goddam celebrity 
for the next six months.” Without a word, and only half playfully, 
Lowney lifted an uppercut from the floor that caught Jim flush on 
his outsized jaw, smashed his head against the wall and made the 
whole trailer quiver. Wonderful target, that jaw,” she muttered, 
licking her knuckles. 


Trouble with grandmother 


OWNEY is just as tough on all the boys. She is perfectly hon- 
est with them, and makes no attempt to hide the fact that 
while they are in the Group she is a mother to them and an ex- 
tremely possessive one at that. Few of the boys who actually get 
into the Group object. Indeed, the only trouble Lowney has is with 
Harry’s mother, “Grandmother” Handy, who sometimes spoils 
the boys by letting them do things Lowney will not. Grandmother 
Handy, now 87, has taken quite an interest in the Group and keeps 
the boys with her in Marshall whenever both Lowney and Harry 
are away. She has now started a novel herself. 

For the time being the Handy Group is riding high. Jim is pouring 
all his earnings from the book into the Group and claims he will 
continue to do so for the rest of his life. To prepare for contingencies 
even after that, he has just finished a will, leaving most of his estate 
to Lowney and Harry and, after them, to the Group itself. Mean- 
while the rest of the writers are racing each other to publication 
date. When they start appearing, the book publishers will know 
whether Lowney Handy is a gambler who hit the jackpot or one of 
the most astute critics of the generation. At the moment all they 
can do is guess and be tantalized. But the spectacle of Lowney at 
work with her boys provides a good, clear hint of the answer. Rather 
than a polished, erudite critic, Lowney appears to be a simple, 
warmhearted judge of human nature, possessing—besides that 
amazing woman’s intuition—an intense interest in all kinds of 
people.

Reds kidnap statue of Budapest’s American hero 


After a lifetime of routine Army service Brig. General Harry Hill Band- 
holtz gained temporary immortality by conducting military opera- 
tions with a riding crop. In Budapest shortly after World War I as the 
American member of an allied military mission, he learned that looters 
were about to sack the National Museum. Armed only with moral indig- 
nation and the riding crop, which he brandished in their faces, General 
Harry repelled the “invaders.” To his memory grateful Hungarians 
later erected a heroic statue (above) that for 14 years stood guard out- 
ide the museum. But in 1949 Communist officials removed the general 
for “spring cleaning,” neglected to return him. Recently they made it 
a clean sweep by hauling away his pedestal (below). Last week a bare 
spot of ground was Budapest’s only memorial to Harry Hill Bandholtz.
